present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Lpilsby  Rural  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 


I  an  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  once  arrain  that  the  general  health  of  the 
people  of  the  District  has  been  uniformly  good.  ne^itn  ol  the 

conclusion  of  hostilities  was  a  most 
leeding  of  this  country  as  vrith  the  rest  of  Europe  a 
dixxiculty  which  was  accentuated  by  the  disastrous  harvest.  The  severe  rationinr- 
of  wartime  continued  throughout  the  year  with  the  addition  for  the  first  time  in" 
Hie  history  of  this  country  of  the  rationing  of  broad.  Our  careful  balanced 
rations  are  dull,  monotonous  and  uninteresting,  but  I  am  happy  to  say  there  i- 
no  evidence  t^^jriggest  that  the  vitality  or  physical  condition  of  the  people 
has  in  any  wayAnpaired  by  them  .  .'hilst  in  the  rural  area  the  fresh  fruit  and 
vegetables  most  people  have  been  able  to  obtain  are  a  most  welcome  boon,  it  will 
certainly  be  a  great  moral  and  physical  stimulus  to  all  Y,rhen  the  amount  and 
variety  of  the  rations  can  be  considerably  increased.  Ub.ny  of  the  schools  in  the 
district  are  no\r  equipped  with  canteens  enabling  the  children,  whose  parents  v/ish 
it,  to  have  a  ^  good  hot  meal  at  a  very  cheap  rate.  Undoubtedly  mny  children  get  a 
much  better  dinner  in  this  way  and  it  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  their  physical 
health  and  also  to _ their  work  at  school.  I  have  visited  many  of  these  schools 
at  meal  times  and  in  most  cases  have  been  Yi/’ell  pleased  with  the  food  that  is 
provided  and  the  quality  of  the  cooking. 


VITjIL  ST_'.TISTICS. 


The  figures  in  this  rex^ort  are  compiled  from  the  monthly  returns  I  receive 
from  the  local  Registrar,  they  do  not  include  figures  relating  to  non-civilians. 

■■■ir ea .  The  area  remains  the  same,  namely  143,030  acres  in  69  parishes. 

The  population  is  estimated  at  22,580.  There  has  been  a  varying  but  not  large 
nur.ibcr  of  non-civilians  quartered  in  the  district  during  the  year.  These  have  been 
mostly  Poles  and  Germans,  At  one  time  there  was  a  considerable  nujiber  of  Polish 
ATOmcn  and  children. 

The  rateable  value  is  £88,887,  and  £352  reioresents  the  product  of  a  penny

The  number  of  inliabited  houses  is  7,166. 

^e  Births  (live)  numbered  435.  Of  these  238  v/ere  male  and  197  female.  The' 
number  of  births  rex^resents  a  rate  of  19.3  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The 
rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  bales  was  19.1.  These  figures  both  for  the 
Spilsoy  District  and  the  v/hole  country  are  the  highest  for  many  years. 

The  fig*ure  of  435  includes  40  illegitirate  births,  19  male  and  21  female. 

Tlae  Deaths  niimbered  283,  oi  v/hom  152  ATere  male  and  131  female.  These  figures 
represent  a  death  rate  of  12,5  per  thousand  of  the  x^opulation  compared  to  a  rate 
of  11.5  for  the  v/hole  country. 

The  Infan 0  Mortality,  that  is  the  deaths,  in  children  under  one  year  of  age, 

¥/ao  16,  giving  a  rate  x^sr  thousand  live  Births  of  36,8.  The  rate  for  England  and 
ales  Avas  43. 

There  v/ere  8  still  births,  5  nale,  3  female. 

Among  the  deaths,  36  v/ere  due  to  Cancer,  87  to  heart  disease,  (most  of  these 
vrere  old  people)  3  to  Influenza,  1  to  suicide,  2  to  road  traffic,  6  to  other 
/iolent  causes,  8  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2  to  the  non -pulmonary  form  of  this 
disease.  There  vrere  no  deaths  due  to  puerperal  or  other  Laternal  Cause. 

General  provision  of  Health  Services. 

Laboratory  Examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Emergency  Laboratory  Service 
at  Lincoln,  This  service,  originally  a  v/ar  time  emergency  service,  has  nov/ become 
a  permanent  institution  and  every  year  some  hundreds  of  specimens  are  sent  to  it  by 
medical  men  practising  in  the  district.  The  Clinical  Research  is  also  used  on 
occasions  by  the  doctors.

Hid\nLfcry  and  Nursing  Service: 


The  County  Council  is  the  local  sux)crvising  Au.thority  under  the  liidYdves  Act 
for  the  n-hole  of  Lindsey.  The  District  Nurses  are  now  trained  and  equipped  with 
gas  and  air  apparatus  for  midwifery  work  and  the  benefits  obtained. by  this 
creatraent  have  oeen  j.iuch  appreciated.  Hospitals  and  Nursing  services  are  unchanj^cd. 

Since  the  Public  Institution  was  badly  damged  by  enemy  action  during  the 
war  the  accommodation  for  the  aged  and  bedridden  sick  is  sadly  deficient  in 
Quan  ui  Liy «  There  is  oibCii  a  i/aiting  list  of  old  people  urgently  needing  admission 
and  the  increase  of  accommodation  for  these  cases  is  a  matter  which  should  be  taken 
up  at  once. 

Scabies. 


Very  fev/  cases  of  this  irritating  and  most  contagious  disease  w'ere  reported 
to  me  by  medical  men  during  1946,  ' 'ith  improvement  in  housing  conditions  and 

education  in  the  value  of  cleanliness  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  disease  (caused 
by  dirty  and  insanitary  conditions)  -v.'ill  in  time  be  completely  eradicated. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

These  diseases  are  rarely  seen  nov:.  A  clinic  for  their  treatment,  free  of 
charge,  is  in  operation  in  Skegness, 

Diphtheria.  Lpmunisation  of  Children. 

Under  the  County  Council  Scheme  children  under  school  age  are  iramruiised  by 
the  County  Iledical  Officers  and  those  of  school  age  by  the  local  practitioners. 
During  the  3''ear  138  chaldron  under  5  years  of  age  were  given  protection  and  8 
children  of  school  age,  83.9/'^  of  the  estirj.mted  nuinber  of  children  between  the 
above  ages  in  the  authority's  area,  had  received  inmunisation  on  Dec.  31st.  1946  as 
compe.red  e/ith  78.5^  on  Dec.  31st  1945  and  75^  on  31st  Dec,  1944.  The  total  number 
of  children  treated  since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  up  to  the  end  of  1946 

is  4237. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  tha.t  medical  men,  nurses  and  school  teachers  vfill  do 
their  utmost  to  impress  on  parents  the  importance  of  this  protection  and  that  it 
should  be  rp.von  when  the  child  is  a  year  old.  Protection  is  given  free  of  cost. 

There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  1946. 

Tuberculosis, 


There  were  20  cases  of  Puberculosis  (15  Pulmonary,  5  non -Pulmonary)  notified 
during  the  year,  compared  v/ith  27  in  1945  and  24  in  1944. 

Prevalence  of  Disease, 

The  general  health  of  the  community'’  ms  good  and  the  notification  for  infectious 
diseases  below  the  average  of  late  years.  There  was  no  outbreak  of  any  serious 
nature,  and  the  erpected  epidemic  of  Influenza  did  not  jaaterialise  though  both 
in  the  winter  and  the  surxaer  a  certain  nurber  of  cases  of  this  ilbiess  occurred. 

There  were  3  deaths  due  to  the  sej.ie  cause. 

Throughout  the  year  there  v/as  a  certain  aanount  of  measles  spread  over  the 
district,  it  was  of  a  mild  type  v/ithout  complications.  20  cases  were  notified  to 
me.  All  through  the  year  also  tlwre  v/as  a  certain  amount  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported 
almost  entirely''  confined  to  the  coastal  areas.  27  cases  v/ere  reported  all  of  a 
mild  type  and  of  a  lov/  degree  of  infectivit^''.  On  two  occasions  Schools  bad  to  le 
teraporarily  closed  for  this  trouble, 

I  cm  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  wore  no  deaths  from  any  infectious 
disease,  with  the  exception  of  Tuberculosis,  throughoLit  the  year.  There  v/ere  no 
cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  onl3/  one  of  Puerperal  I^exia,

The  total  consumption  for  the  year  on  tho  Fen  Scheme  was  A-8, 0^9,000  gallons, 
being  an  increase  on  1, 471. 780  gallons  over  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total 
volume  of  vrder  supplied,  19,712,657  gallons  was  distributed  to  metered  consumers 
and  thus  28,336,343  gallons  was  supplied  for  domestic  purposes.  The  population 
noY/  being  su'pplied  is  estinrded  to  bo  5,456  and  the  total  consumption  for  all 
'purposes  is  calculated  to  be  24*127  ['aliens  per  head  per  day.  For  domestic

In  previous  Annual  Reports,  I  have  dealt  fully  on  the  importance  of  milk  as 

c,  food,  and  also  on  the  question  oi  pasteurisation  as  the  best  means  of  avoiding 
disease  being  carried  by  the  milk. 

Due  to  changes  in  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  it  vmis  not  possible 
to  inspect  all  the  large  number  of  covisheds  and  dairies  in  the  district,  but 
priority  yins  given  in  an  endeavour  to  see  that  all  neocssary  alterations  at 
certain  cowsheds  and  dairies  v/ere  carried  out  in  conformity  Ydth  the  Idlk  and 
Dairies  Order, 

Under  the  ivlilk  (Special  Designations)  Rcgula.tions  1936—46,  54  sam'ples  of 
milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Health  Inspector,  Of  this  nurber  18  vrere  proved 
to  be  not  up  to  the  high  standard  of  purity  that  is  very  rightly  required.  All 
these  cases  were  investigated  b^;"  the  Council's  Officers  and  advice  given  where 
faults  were  fouid,  l.lany  farmers  are  suffering  from  la.ck  of  a  ‘proper  v/ater  supp)l3^ 
and  the  acute  shortage  of  labour  was  also  in  some  cases  a  contributor^/-  q^usc 
where  milk  v/as  found  to  be  not  up  to  standard  in  cleanliness. 

There  ■\'.''a.s  very  little  trouble  from  souring  of  milk  during  the  year.  During 
1946,  12  persons  were  registered  as  cov/kcepers  and  12  premises  as  dairies. 

Housing, 

Despite  the  utmost  efforts  of  the  Council  the  provision  of  new  houses,  so 
eugently  needed  all  over  the  District,  proceeds  at  a  most  depressingly  slow  rate. 
Of  the  many  Government  Departments  whose  approval  is  required,  that  of  supioly 
seems  to  be  the  most  difficulty.  1/Ia.n  poY/er  also  ha;'  been  very  difficult  to  obtain 
throughout  the  year. 


Tv/enty-t‘vro  rural  tAgpe  cottages  for  Agricultural  Yforkers  wore  completed  and 
occupied  during  1946,  The  tenants  occupi^/infi  these  cottages  appreciate  the 
excellent  housing  services  .provided,  hot  and  cold  Y/ator,  modern  sanitation,  and 
the  provision  of  a  bath  room,  outbuildings  and  also  electricity  whore  available, 
./ell  built  and  situated  where  houses  are  required  for  farm  Yvorkers ,  these  houses 
Yn.ll  serve  a  ready  purpose  in  agriculture, 

-beside  the  need  for  many  now  houses  a  larr'C  number  of  those  in  use  fall  far 
boloYf  the  standard  Yohich  wo  aim  at  for  housing  the  popul-^tion.  As  more  and  more 
houses  become  available  r.-mny  of  these  ytIII  have  to  be  demolished  or  extensively 
altered.

Under  this  Survey  it  is  noted  that  ma.ny  houses  fall  short  of  the  standard  of 
fitness  for  habitation.  The  standard  is  based  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Central 
Housinr;  Advisory  Corxiittee  and,  it  must  be  appreciated,  is  a  very  high  one.  In 
fairness  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  adopted  standard  for  a  satsifactory  house 
is  to  secure  conditions  that  i.iay  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  in  years  to  come; 
but  there  is,  and  wall  be  for  a  long  tiiYie  yet,  considerable  difficult^^  in  an 
attempt  to  create  conditions  as  "visualised. 

In  August  1946  Messrs.  Saunders  and  Partners,  Architects,  were  retained 
by  the  Council  and  put  in  charge  of  all  futiu'e  building.

This  Y^ork  has  been  very  ranch  appreciated,  by  the  householders,  v/ho,  particularly 
in  recent  years,  could  not  find  anyone  to  do  it.  The  overflovr  of  cesspool  contents 
on  to  the  land  xras  alT/ays  a  source  of  danyer  to  health  .and  of  vrorry  to  the  Comacil 
Officers,  but,  due  to  the  forethought  of  the  Council  in  obtaininy  the  ranch  needed 
raodern  vehicle  and  equipraent,  cesspools  are  now  quickly  attended  to  on  request. 


Scavenyiny  services  are  carried  out  by  private  Contractors  in  the  po.rishes  of 
Spilsby,  .ainflcet  All  Saints,  .Duryh,  Hoysthorpe  and  Inyoldraclls,  Other  places 
such  as  Hundleby  and  Sibsey  require  these  services  and  undoubtedly  direct  labour 
is  the  solution  of  these  probleins  and  nust  coiae  yradually  in  rqany  places  in  the 
district.

Adequate  statutory  pow'ors  arc  not  yiven  tov^-ards  the  security  of  training  in 
elementary  food  hyyiene  of  personnel.  In  the  kitchens  of  all  Caterin,'-’-  Establishments 
and  food  premises  it  is  the  loersonal  element  that  counts  and  the  domestic  yardstick 
of  hyyiene  is  apt  to  be  applied  by  employees  accordin,y  to  the  environment  in  uloich 
they  live  at  home,  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  time  mil  come  when  the  public  vdll  call 
for  medical  inspection  of  all  persons  enyayed  in  the  production,  preparation  and 
handliny  of  food.  '

Control,  folloTilny  research  into  the  x^i^ojcct,  that  the  money  is  to  a  certain  extent 
wasted  and  the  amount  paid  for  rat  tails  can  be  diverted  into  proper  channels  by 
rqrproachinr;  and  tackliny  rodent  infestation  of  premises  in  a  more  scientific  manner- 

This  question  has  been  discussed  by  the  Council,  and,  ua  my  opinion  it  is  only 
a  matter  of  time  before  loca.1  authorities  are  enforced  to  employ  the  services  of  a 
Rodent  OiD'erator,  or  alternatively  the  povrer  wdll  ultimately  be  taken  over  by  the 
llinistry  of  Food.
